Dispatch center earns perfect score 


Fulton County Dispatch Center 
(FCDC) is pleased to announce 
that the agency has passed its 
July 2014 Criminal Justice 
Information Services (CJIS) 
audit with a 0.00 percent serious 
error rate, earning the agency a 
score of 100 percent. 

The CJIS audit is conducted 
every three years. Emphasis is 
placed on accuracy of entries in 
the National Crime Information 
Computer (NCIC) and security 
of the computer terminals at 
the dispatch center. Auditors 
also check that certifications of 
all personnel receiving NCIC 


information are maintained and 
that all records are released and 
destroyed according to state and 
federal guidelines. 

Failing to comply with 
guidelines and errors in data 
that would make an NCIC entry 
incorrect are considered serious 
errors. Serious errors can lead to 
situations like wrongful arrests 
and seizure of property that 
is not really stolen. Agencies 
that commit serious errors are 
often sanctioned and can have 
their access to the NCIC system 
suspended or terminated. 

FCDC has five full time 


and three part time personnel 
who are trained in using the 
NCIC system. FCDC performs 
NCIC transactions for all law 
enforcement agencies in Fulton 
and Hickman counties. At any 
one time, the agency has over 100 
NCIC entries for six agencies, 
which include wanted fugitives, 
stolen guns, stolen vehicles, and 
domestic violence protection 
orders. 

The audit conducted this 
July is the agency’s first since 
its inception in October 2012. 
The average serious error rate 
statewide is 2.12 percent.

Since 2009, Congress had 
dedicated more than $4.1 bil¬ 
lion for six rounds to fund proj¬ 
ects that have a significant im¬ 
pact on the Nation, a region or 
a metropolitan area. As shown 
in the diagram to the right, a va¬ 
riety of project types have been 
awarded, with Ports coming in 
fourth to Road ($1,148,523,089), 
Transit ($987,494,719) and Rail 
($808,557,591) when TIGER 
Grants are awarded. 

Paul ‘Chip’ Jaenichen, Deputy 
Maritime Administrator, a key¬ 
note speaker at a recent KBT & 
KAR meeting, attended by Hick- 
man-Fulton County Riverport Au¬ 
thority (HFCRA) Director Greg 
Curlin, wants to see an increase 
the amount of funds awarded to 
ports. “He was a career naval 
officer, retiring after serving 30 
years as nuclear trained Subma¬ 
rine Officer in the U.S. Navy,” 
stated Curlin on Tuesday, July 
22 when he addressed members 
of the Port’s board. “Jaenichen 
emphasized the importance of 
the marine highways concept and 


how waterborne transportation is 
the most environmental-friendly, 
the most efficient and the safest 
way to move cargo to support the 
American economy. He is a pro¬ 
ponent, along with Senator Stan 
Humphries looking for more 
funding and support for Inland 
Riverports.” Both Jaenichen and 
Humphries are looking for ways 
to bring waterways, riverports, 
and locks and dams to the fore¬ 
front. If they are successful, there 


is a possibility more TIGER 
Grant funding will be awarded 
to ports along the Mississippi 
River. They need a competitive 
edge to receive additional fund¬ 
ing for dredging, upgrades and 
additional maintenance issues. 
The competitive structure of the 
TIGER program and its broad 
eligibility allow project sponsors 
at the State and local level to

Tire Amnesty Days begin 
August 7 in Hickman 


The Fulton County 
Government, in cooperation 
with the Kentucky Energy and 
Environment Cabinet (KEEC) 
and Kentucky Department of 
Highways, will be conducting a 
waste tire collection event for the 
citizens of Fulton County August 
7 - August 9. Hours of operation, 
at the Union City Highway 
location in Hickman, will be 7 
a.m. to 3:30 p.m. Thursday and 
Friday and 7 a.m. to 12 noon 
Saturday. 

This program provides 
a one-time opportunity for 
private citizens, farmers, and 
some businesses to drop off 
their unwanted waste tires free 
of charge. Tires that will be 
accepted are tires on & off the 
rim, including farm implement, 
bicycle, motorcycle, go-cart, 
ATV, tractor, truck and passenger 
vehicles. Large off the road tires 
(OTR), tracks, sheet rubber, 
solid tires with pressed-in rims, 
calcium or otherwise filled, or 
any tire with a bead of 1 3/4 
inches will NOT be accepted. 
OTR are tires with a 1 3/4 inch 
bead or larger and are used on 
Large Equipment and designed 
and used on unpaved surfaces, 
and installed on equipment such 
as wheel loaders, cranes, graders, 


and haul trucks. Tire retailers and 
agricultural tire retailers may not 
participate in the program. 

Waste tire collection 
personnel will be on site to 
accept passenger, light truck, 
truck, and agricultural tires and 
provide program participants 
with educational materials that 
explain waste tire management 
standards required by House Bill 
636, the new waste tire law. All 
waste tires will be managed and 
transported to beneficial end-use 
markets by transporters under 
contract with KEEC. 

Persons with accumulation 
of 1,500 tires or more should 
contact Tom Hodges to schedule 
a site inspection prior to the 
program dates referenced above. 
Arrangements may be made by 
waste tire collection personnel to 
pick up compact accumulations 
of 2,000 tires or more that are 
easily accessible by tractor 
trailer. Accumulations of tires 
that are too large or difficult to 
access will be inventoried for 
future abatement by the state.

What’s the difference between 
a Chapter 7 bankruptcy and 
Chapter 13 bankruptcy?

Dear Claudia, 

Chapter 7 bankruptcy is what 
most people think about when 
they hear the word “bankruptcy.” 
It’s total bankruptcy , almost like 
dropping an atomic bomb on 


your entire financial picture. 

Virtually all of your unsecured 
debt (except student loans, child 
support and money owed to the 
IRS) is wiped out. These things 
are not bankruptable. About 98 
percent of the time, creditors 
of your other unsecured debt 
— things like credit cards and 
alike — get nothing. Items that 
are secured debt, such as your car 


or house, are treated a little bit 
differently. If you’re behind on 
payments, you may be allowed 
to get current. In most cases, 
banks will allow you to re-sign 
in a process called reaffirming 
the debt. 

Chapter 13 bankruptcy is a 
payment plan structured over 
five years. In it, you have to pay 
all of your secured debt. If it has

a lien on it, you pay 100 percent 
to keep the item. You also have to 
pay a portion of your unsecured 
debt. Again — like in Chapter 7 
— debt to the IRS, child support 
and student loans don’t go away. 
For any other unsecured debt, 
you can pay a percentage of 
what’s owed. An overall payment 
plan is developed, and you make 
those payments for five years.

American Red Cross 
hosts local blood drives 


The American Red Cross is 
facing a looming blood shortage, 
leading to an urgent need for do¬ 
nors of all blood types to roll up 
a sleeve and give. 

Donations through the Red 
Cross are down approximately 
8 percent over the last 11 weeks, 
resulting in about 80,000 fewer 
donations than expected. The 
number of donors continues to 
decline, and the shortfall is sig¬ 
nificant enough that the Red 
Cross could experience an emer¬ 
gency situation in the coming 
weeks. 

In addition, the Independence 
Day holiday falling on Friday re¬ 
duced the number of blood drives 
scheduled in early July. Many 
sponsors did not host drives be¬ 
cause people took vacations ei¬ 
ther over the long weekend or 
for the entire week. In an average 
summer week, about 4,400 Red 
Cross blood drives are scheduled, 
compared to Independence Day 
week when only 3,450 drives oc¬ 
curred. 

The next blood drives to be 
held in Fulton County will be 
at Parkway Regional Hospital, 
2000 Holiday drive, on Tuesday, 
Aug. 12 from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. and 
Thursday, Aug. 14 at Walmart, 
1405 Middle Road from 12 noon 
to 4 p.m. 

“Hospital patients continue to 
need lifesaving blood this sum¬ 
mer, and they’re relying on the 
generosity of volunteer donors to 
give them hope in the days and 
weeks ahead,” said Tim Ryerson, 
CEO for the Red Cross Tennes¬ 
see Valley Blood Services Re¬ 
gion. “Please, consider giving 
the gift of life. Each day dona¬ 
tions come up short, less blood 
is available for patients in need 


- and you never know when it 
could be your loved one needing 
blood.” 

Eligible donors with types O 
negative, B negative and A nega¬ 
tive blood are especially needed 
at this time. Type O negative is 
the universal blood type and can 
be transfused to anyone who 
needs blood. Types A negative 
and B negative can be transfused 
to Rh positive or negative pa¬ 
tients. 

There is also an urgent need for 
platelet donations. Platelets - a 
key clotting component of blood 
often needed by cancer patients, 
burn victims and bone marrow 
recipients - must be transfused 
within five days of donation, so 
it’s important to have a steady 
supply of platelets on hand. 

The summer can be among the 
most challenging times of the 
year for blood and platelet dona¬ 
tions as regular donors delay giv¬ 
ing while they take vacations and 
participate in summer activities. 
When school is out of session for 
summer break, donations from 
those who normally give on cam¬ 
pus tend to drop by more than 80 
percent. 

Every day this summer is a 
chance to give hope to patients in 
need and their network of fam¬ 
ily and friends. July 13 marked 
the half-way point for the Red 
Cross campaign “100 Days of 
Summer. 100 Days of Hope.” 
Blood and platelet donations are 
needed now and for the rest of 
the summer. Individuals who do¬ 
nated blood earlier this summer 
may now be eligible to donate 
again and help patients such as 
accident victims, heart surgery 
patients and children with blood 
disorders.

Returning to the practice field 
after a (1-8) regular season in 
2013, coach Kinney said he feels 
he has the talent to reverse the 
ways of the past. 

In the middle of the second full 
week of mandatory practices at 
Sanger Field, Kinney said things 
are progressing well for his group 
of about 20 players. 

“Compared to how we started 
last year, we are starting on the 
upper end with this group,” said 
the fifth year coach. “Everyone 


seems to be adapting to the new 
offense and defense real good. 
They show up for practice ready 
to go.” 

Kinney said he is banking on 
experience as the key that will 
spell success towards season 
end. 

“We have five seniors and 
three juniors, but most all of 
these kids have been starting 
since they were freshmen. Now 
as upperclassmen, they are 
looking pretty good. I think this 
is our year.” 

Kinney also praised the off¬ 
season work of assistant coach 
Rick Major, who worked many 
hours with team members in the 
weight room. 

“With Rick running the weight 
room, we have gotten bigger, 
stronger and faster, and to me 
that is the biggest improvement. 
You’ve got to be bigger, you’ve 
got to be stronger and you’ve got 
to be faster to play this league. 
We are in a real tough conference 


with Russellville and Fulton 
City, and those guys are ready, 
so we have to be also. It’s just 
a big turnaround from previous 
years.” 

When asked about the season 
schedule, Kinney said it has its 
tough games, but games that are 
winnable also. 

“It looks pretty good. We will 
play a new Missouri team from 
Kelly, but we also have Mayfield, 
Murray and Russellville, along 
with Lake County and Gleason 
(Tennessee). When you look at 
these teams you know they are 
tough every year, but as far as 
competing wise, I think we will 
be able to hang in. I don’t know 
why we couldn’t.” 

The Pilots will open their 
season with three straight road 
games, beginning on August 
22nd at Gleason, then traveling 
on August 29th to Lake County 
and September 5th at Fulton 
City.

In 1965 Riverview High School 
was consolidated and once again 
became a grade school; the name 
was change to Hickman Elemen¬ 
tary School.

LastofthefirstandonlyFabulous 
Five, Wallace Clayton ‘Wah 
Wah’ Jones left us this week. He 
was 88. 

Nicknamed Wah Wah by his 
sister Jackie when she was just 
learning to talk and couldn’t 
pronounce his name, stuck. 

An All-American for rawhide 
tough legends Bear Bryant and 
Adolph Rupp at Kentucky, Wah 
Wah was their equal at thriving 
on toughness. 

He had an incredibly full life in 
and around athletics. High school 
then college stardom including an 
Olympics gold medal, the Harlan 
native was once sheriff of Fayette 
County and remained a popular 
fixture around UK athletics all 
the way to introduction at the 
2013-14 basketball season. 

A photograph of Jones taken 
in 1948 represented what I 
believed a genuine college 
athlete ought look. At 6-feet-4, 
heavy muscled shoulders and 
legs, fiercely competitive, tough, 
with Clark Kent-like shock of 
black hair and no tattoos. A twin 
for Jim Thorpe only larger. 

Adolph Rupp was asked 
frequently about his “favorite 
player of all time” and Der Baron 
never said so, but some believe 
Wah Wah was his man. 

In 2011 a newspaper 
photograph imaged UK All- 
American Anthony Davis 
alongside a bent-by-age, Wah 
Wah Jones. It left me to wonder: 
Does young Anthony Davis 
realize he is in the presence of 
greatness? 

Wah Wah Jones. 

MARK STOOPS 

Who could cast Kentucky’s 
still-in-the-honeymoon-glow 
football coach Mark Stoops as 
villain? Maybe someone who 
fails to see John Boehner as a 
windmill chaser. Or, a grumpy 
Louisville fan. 

In Shelbyville last week, still 
contrite, Bobby Petrino was at 
the ready but Stoops was a no- 
show at the Governor’s Cup 
fete. Cardinal fans called a snub, 
a UofL house writer said it was 
UK arrogance.

on to graduate from John A. Gup- 
ton Mortuary School in Nashville, 
Tenn., in 1962. 

Before owning and operating 
Strong Funeral Home, he was 
employed as manager of Lat- 
tus Ready Mix. In 1968 Ronald 
founded Hickman Harbor Service, 
ten years later Ronald sold part of 
the business to Flowers Transpor¬ 
tation Inc. 

Ronald and Joe Cryer opened 
the funeral home in 1988. Then, 
later, in 1996, Ronald and his wife, 
Linda Strong, became the sole 
owners of the business centered 
around helping those who had 
lost their loved ones. “Through 
the years he has ministered to the 
bereaved in their loss of a loved 
one,” added Bro. Henry, who be¬ 
gan working with Ronald in 1999 
and still did to this day. 

He was very active in civic and 
community affairs. He has served 
as Vice President of the Jaycees, 
President of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, and a board member of the 
Hickman Electric System. He even 
served as a Director of the Hick¬ 
man Federal Savings and Loan, 
City Commissioner, and President 
of the Hickman Country Club. 

Ronald served on the Hickman 
City Commission from 1982 until 
1985, after being elected in No¬ 
vember in 1981. 

“At one time he had “Sports and 
Spirits,” a liquor store in the build¬ 
ing where Bermag is located now,” 
stated Hickman Mayor Pro-Tern 
Commissioner David Weatherly. 
“He was always a supporter of the 
Rescue Squad. When he owned 
the store he had a trap range set up 
behind it. He would let the Rescue 
Squad use it for fund raising trap 
shoots. He liked to shoot trap and 
was pretty good at it.” 

City Commissioner Charles 
Choate had wonderful things to say 
about Ronald and how he repre¬ 
sented the city of Hickman. “Ron¬ 
ald represented a passing group of 
local individuals from years back, 
who were able to establish busi¬ 
nesses and have successful careers 
right here in their hometowns,” 
Commissioner Choate said. “And 
with his success, was his desire to 
help others. Whether it was civic 
organizations, churches, youth 
baseball leagues or just individu¬ 
als in need, Ronald’s generosity 
and willingness to help was al¬ 
ways present. Small communi¬ 
ties are fortunate to have such 
individuals as Ronald Strong, and 
his friendship to the residents will 
surely be missed.” 

McCracken County Commis¬ 
sioner and employed in Public 
Relations for Wilbert Burial Vault 
Company, Jerry Beyer, echoed 
Choate and more. “His voice was 
a voice of reason. Ronald was a 


true leader in Washington, DC, in 
the state of Kentucky, and local¬ 
ly,” Beyer noted. “He was well re¬ 
spected and he represented us well 
as a member of the Funeral Direc¬ 
tors Association of Kentucky. We 
have lost a great leader. Ronald 
was compassionate and concerned 
for those he served and I was 
proud to call him my friend.” 

“Ronald Strong was one of the 
finest men I knew,” added Sid¬ 
ney Fogle, Executive Director for 
Funeral Directors Association of 
Kentucky (FDAK). “He was al¬ 
ways a huge supporter of the As¬ 
sociation and all of its activities. 
He never failed to lend a helping 
hand to anyone that needed as¬ 
sistance. He was a loving family 
man, a dedicated Kentucky fu¬ 
neral director/embalmer and the 
world is a much better place be¬ 
cause he was apart of it. I am so 
privileged to have known Ronald 
Strong.” 

Ronald’s involvement with the 
FDAK ran deep, just like anything 
he put his mind to do.

not only at work, but during his 
personal life, too. 

“Ronald has been a friend of 
mine for many years,” Fulton 
County Judge/Executive David 
Gallagher said. “I’m sorry for 
what’s happened. His family is in 
my thoughts and prayers.” 

“We went to school together 
and he was a dear friend,” Fulton 
County Clerk Betty Abernathy 
said with tears in her eyes on Mon¬ 
day. “We played golf together a 
week ago Sunday. He was always 
happy and a great supporter of our 
community. We are all so sad. He 
will be greatly missed.” 

Another lifelong friend Barbara 
Mclntee got emotional as she talk¬ 
ed about her dear friend. “I knew 
him well,” she said. “He was there 
for me when my husband Arthur 
passed away.” 

Barbara recalled a day last sum¬ 
mer when she was taking a nap. 
“My doorbell rang, unexpectedly, 
waking me from a nap and stand¬ 
ing there in the door was Ronald 
with a basket full of apples. He 
even had some for James and Ber¬ 
nice Roberson. That was the kind 
of man he was - always helping 
people not only through his busi¬ 
ness, but on his own, as well.” 
Barbara spoke to Ronald, just 
last Friday and looking back she 
wished she had given him a hug. 

“Ronald was a very kind heart¬ 
ed and loving man,” stated Judy 
Carlton Stay ton. “He will be 
missed by many.” 

“Mr. Ronald was a great man 
and I will never forget the com¬ 
passion he showed us during dad’s 
passing,” added Sherry Scar¬ 
brough McQueen. 

Services were Wednesday, July 
30, at First Baptist Church. Burial 
followed in the Hickman City 
Cemetery. Complete obituary can 
be found on page 5 of this week’s 
Courier.

The Emancipation Proclamation, 1863. 8th of 
August is celebrated in Hickman in early August 


Whereas on the 22nd day of 
September, A.D. 1862, a procla¬ 
mation was issued by the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States, con¬ 
taining, among other things, the 
following, to wit: 

“That on the 1st day of Janu¬ 
ary, A.D. 1863, all persons held 
as slaves within any State or des¬ 
ignated part of a State the people 
whereof shall then be in rebel¬ 
lion against the United States 
shall be then, thenceforward, and 
forever free; and the executive 
government of the United States, 
including the military and naval 
authority thereof, will recognize 
and maintain the freedom of such 
persons and will do no act or acts 
to repress such persons or any 
of them, in any efforts they may 
make for their actual freedom. 

“That the executive will, on 
the first day of January afore¬ 
said, by proclamation, designate 
the States and parts of States, if 
any, in which the people thereof, 
respectively, shall then be in re¬ 
bellion against the United States; 
and the fact that any State or the 
people thereof shall on that day 
be in good faith represented in 
the Congress of the United States 
by members chosen thereto at 


elections wherein a majority of 
the qualified voters of such States 
shall have participated shall, in 
the absence of strong counter¬ 
vailing testimony, be deemed 
conclusive evidence that such 
State and the people thereof are 
not then in rebellion against the 
United States.” 

Now, therefore, I, Abraham 
Lincoln, President of the United 
States, by virtue of the power 
in me vested as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army and Navy of 
the United States in time of ac¬ 
tual armed rebellion against the 
authority and government of the 
United States, as a fit and neces¬ 
sary war measure for suppress¬ 
ing said rebellion, do, on this 1st 
day of January, A.D. 1863, and 
in accordance with my purpose 
so to do, publicly proclaimed for 
the full period of one hundred 
days from the first day above 
mentioned, order and designate 
as the States and parts of States 
wherein the people thereof, re¬ 
spectively, are this day in rebel¬ 
lion against the United States the 
following, to wit: 

Arkansas, Texas, Louisiana 
(except the parishes of St. Ber¬ 
nard, Plaquemines, Jefferson,

St. John, St. Charles, St. James, 
Ascension, Assumption, Ter¬ 
rebonne, Lafourche, St. Mary, 
St. Martin, and Orleans, includ¬ 
ing the city of New Orleans), 
Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, and Virginia (except 
the forty-eight counties designat¬ 
ed as West Virginia, and also the 
counties of Berekeley, Accomac, 
Northampton, Elizabeth City, 
York, Princess Anne, and Nor¬ 
folk, including the cities of Nor¬ 
folk and Portsmouth), and which 
excepted parts are for the present 
left precisely as if this proclama¬ 
tion were not issued. 

Any by virtue of the power and 
for the purpose aforesaid, I do 
order and declare that all persons 
held as slaves within said desig¬ 
nated States and parts of States 
are, and henceforward shall be, 
free; and that the Executive Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States, 
including the military and naval 
authorities thereof, will recog¬ 
nize and maintain the freedom of 
said persons. 

And I hereby enjoin upon the 
people so declared to be free to 
abstain from all violence, unless 
in necessary self-defense; and I 
recommend to them in all cases 
when allowed, they labor faith¬ 
fully for reasonable wages. 

And I further declare and make 
known that such persons of suit¬ 
able condition will be received 
into the armed service of the 
United States to garrison forts, 
positions, stations, and other 
places, and to man vessels of all 
sorts in said service. 

And upon this act, sincerely 
believed to be an act of justice 
warranted by the Constitution 
upon military necessity, I in¬ 
voke the considerate judgment of 
mankind and the gracious favor 
of Almighty God. 

In witness whereof, I have 
hereunto set my hand caused the 
seal of the United States to be af¬ 
fixed.

avoid narrow, formula-based 
categories, and fund multi-mod¬ 
al, multi-jurisdictional projects 
not eligible for funding through 
traditional DOT programs. TI¬ 
GER can fund port and freight 
rail projects, for example, which 
play a critical role in our abil¬ 
ity to move freight, but which 
are not eligible for any other 
sources of Federal funds. Simi¬ 
larly, TIGER can provide capital 
funding directly to any public 
entity, including municipalities, 
counties, port authorities, tribal 
governments, MPOs, or others 
in contrast to traditional Federal 
programs which provide fund¬ 
ing to very specific groups of 
applicants (mostly State DOTs 
and transit agencies). This flex¬ 
ibility allows TIGER and our 
traditional partners at the state 
and local level to work directly 
with a host of entities that own, 
operate and maintain much of 
our transportation infrastruc¬ 
ture, but otherwise cannot turn 
to the Federal government for 
support. 

The Transportation Invest¬ 
ment Generating Economic Re¬ 
covery, or TIGER Discretion¬ 
ary Grant program, provides a 
unique opportunity for the U.S. 
Department of Transportation to 
invest in road, rail, transit and 
port projects that promise to 
achieve critical national objec¬ 
tives. Congress dedicated more 


than $4.1 billion to the program: 
$1.5 billion for TIGER I, $600 
million for TIGER H, $526,944 
million for FY 2011, $500 mil¬ 
lion for FY 2012, $473,847 
million for FY2013, and $600 
million for the FY 2014 round 
of TIGER Grants to fund proj¬ 
ects that have a significant im¬ 
pact on the Nation, a region or a 
metropolitan area. 

CurlindiscussedTIGERgrants 
and Jaenichen with the HFCRA 
on Tuesday, July 22 during the 
board’s regular monthly meet¬ 
ing. “Dredging of the harbor is 
scheduled to take place some¬ 
time in August,” stated Curlin. 
“The tentative schedule shows 
the Dredge from Great Lakes 
Dredge Company arriving in 
Hickman sometime around Au¬ 
gust 10 and dredging the Elvis 
Stahr Harbor for approximately 
12 days. 

Dredging of the harbor will 
ensure that the Port stays on 
track loading and unloading 
barges. During fiscal year 2013- 
14 the Port increased their barge 
totals by 131 when compared to 
the previous year. 

So far in 2014-15 numbers are 
down some. “Not so much that 
we are down,” added Curlin. 
“Last year was just exception¬ 
al.” The loss of approximately 
14 fertilizer barges in early 
spring contributed to the down¬ 
size in numbers. 


Curlin also noted the recent 
progress the city made clearing 
out ditches in west Hickman. “It 
has helped the port tremendous¬ 
ly,” Curlin side. “A lot of what 
they accomplished ties into our 
property. I would like for the 
Riverport to purchase a culvert 
for the city to install in one area 
that needs to be addressed.” The 
board agreed to making this 
purchase. 

Curlin will attend the Low 
Water Inspection and Public 
Meeting on August 18 as the 
Motor Vessel Mississippi trav¬ 
els from Caruthersville to Bly- 
theville, Arkansas. 

Plans were also noted to tear 
down some of the buildings 
on the former church property 
purchased by the Port and the 
continued lease of the Hick¬ 
man Pipe & Tube property that 
is valid through December 31, 
2014 with options to extend. 

The board entered into closed 
session at 7:51 p.m. to discuss 
business and property. After re¬ 
turning from closed session at 
8:50 p.m., the board approved 
for the Riverport to sign a lease 
on the former Eagle Compres¬ 
sor Building if and when it is 
needed for the potential new 
business that could be coming 
to Hickman and Fulton County. 

The Port board is slated to 
reconvene in regular session on 
Tuesday, Aug. 26 at 7 p.m.

“I have dreamed about 
teaching at Fulton County, but 
honestly I thought it would be 
all math classes,” stated Fulton 
County High School’s newest 
Chemistry teacher Kelly Sipes.
